W ashington, June 27.—T he crucial 
stage of 
the 
investigation into the 
chaiges that bribery effected the elec­ 
tion of Willliam Lorimor as United 
States 
senator 
from 
Illinois 
was 
reached when Clarence S. Funk, gen ­ 
eral m anager of the International H ar­ 
vester company, told about the alleged 
$100,000 "slush fund.” 
Facing the man whom he accused, 
Mr. Funk declared flatly before the 
senatorial probers that Edw ard Hines, 
the ('hicago 
lum berm an, had asked 
hint to contribute $10,000 to the fund, 
that Hines had said, "W e put Lorimer 
over at Springfield, but It cost $100,- 
000 to do It,” and that 
Hines 
had 
conte to hint afterw ard to Impress 
upon him th at he did not mean that 
money was used at Springfield. 
Mr. Funk faced Mr. Hines, wlm had 
. ueived special permission to attend 
ho hearing, instead of being required 
to remain in the w itness room. 
Funk startled the m em bers of the 
com m ittee when he charged that four 
private detec tives of a Chicago agency 
had been shadowing him ever since 
he testified several m onths ago before 
the Helm com m ittee of the Illinois 
legislature. He said the detectives had 
even followed him to W ashington and 
were still dogging him even to the 
loots of the investigating com m ittee 
rooms. Mr. Funk said he got one of 
the detectives in an ‘ uncom fortable” 
t u i t i o n aud quizzed him about his 
work. 
"I do not care to give the nam e of 
this young m an,” the witness said, 
"but I will produce him before the 
onim lttee lf It desires.” 
John IL Marble, of counsel for the 
om m ittee, began the direct exam ina 
Hon. 
Mr. Funk testified that as gen 
hi al m anager of the H arvester c on­ 
cern, the so-called "trust," It was oue 
ut his duties to keep in touch with po 
iltical affairs 
He declared that never to his knowl 
edge had the com pany used money to 
vet votes In legislatures or congress. 
He said that, so far as he could, he 
had always avoided discussing I .orb 
mer personally. 


H ow He Met Lo rim er. 
"H ave you regarded Mr. lo rim e r as 
a factor o p ia te d to the International 
H arvester com pany?” asked Mr. Mar­ 
ble. 
“ No, sir." 
Just how he was Intrcwluced to S en­ 
ator Ixxrlmer was described by Mr. 
Funk. 
He said the m eeting occurred 
.it a deep w aterw ays convention In 
W ashington 
about 
eighteen 
m onths 
ago. 
He tfdd of another meeting with 
Mr 
Lorimer, and added: “The sen a­ 
tor was very kind on both occasions.” 
The w itness 
said he had 
never 
heard S enator Lorimer** nam e m en­ 
tioned in connection with a tax fight 
on the McCormicks, who are largely 
- m erested in the h arv ester c ompany. 
Mr. Funk said the harvester com ­ 
pany was interested in closing the 
('hic ago river, which flowed through 
their com pany's plant. 
T he Edward 
Hiles Lum ber com pany and Senator 
1 .oiitner were in favor of deepening 
he river. This did not prejudice hint 
(gainst Lorimer, he said. 
“ I felt, ss long as the governm ent 
engineers were opposed to closing the 
river, Lorim er’* attitude was a matter 
>f Indifference," said th e witness. 
He declared there had been no dif­ 
ficulties between Mr. Hines and him- 
-ttdf or their respective com panies, so 
far as he knew. 
“ Do you recall a certain conversa­ 
tion with Mr. Edward H ines?" asked 
Marble 
“Yes, sir." 
"S lu sh F u n d " Assessm ent. 
Mr Funk then repeated his tale of 
the conversation with Mr. Hines in 
which the request for the $10,000 con­ 
tribution Is said to have been made 
Must as casual as the sale of a car of 
lumber,” was the way Mr. Funk re 
'erred to the proposition 
T he witness said he met Hines at 
the Union League club shortly after 
Lorlm er’s elec tion. 
"Hello," said 
Hines, according to 
v!r 
Funk, “you are Just the man I 
want to see." The witness explained 
•hat he was not repeating the axact 
words necessarily, but only giving bls 
recollection of the conversation. 
"Well, we put Leu! rn cr over down .at 
Springfield, hut It cost $100,000 to do 
>t,” Hines *Hid. according to Funk. 
Tile* witness added that Hines ex­ 
plained that they had to act quickly. 
“W hat else?” urged Mr. Marble. "H e 
said: ’Now we are seeing some of our 
/Hernia to get the m atter fixed up.* ” 
Mr. Funk said he Inquired how much 
’ie was getting. 
"Well, we can only go to a few big 
people,” Mr. Funk said Hines replied, 
‘and if we can get ten to contribute 
$10,000 we can wl|>e It out." 
“I asked hint why he c am e to us," 
said Mr. Funk. “ He said: 
You are as 
much interested in having the right 
kind of man at W ashingon as any of 
us.’ 
I *ald we were not In that kind 
of business. He began to argue about 
Lorim er. I was anxious to term inate 
Hie conversation 
I soon got up and 
left.”

Pinchot and d a v is Upheld by Decision 


of Secretary of Interior — End of 


Controversy. 


Washington, June 27.—The famous 
Cunningham Alaskan coal land claims 
through which, it has been alleged, tile 
Morgan Guggenheim syndicate planned 
to extend their vast interests in Alas 
ka and to control one of the most val 
liable coal fields In the world, were 
finally disallowed by the department 
of the Interior. 
Secretary of the Interior Walter I* 
Fisher, having approved the depart 
inent’s decision, as handed down by 
Fred Dennett, commissioner of 
the 
general land office, the last door is lie 
Heved to have been closed to the Cun 
Hingham claimants. 
Their attorneys have threatened an 
appeal to the United States supreme 
court, but such an appeal can be based 
only on some point of law Involved, 
aud not on the findings of fact as an 
nounced by the department. 
The Cunningham claims have been 
in the public eye constantly for more 
than two years. They brought about 
the Ballinger Pinchot Investigation by 
congress and the dismissal from the 
public service of Gifford Pinchot, as 
chief forester; John R. Clavis, a chief 
of field division in the land office, aud 
several minor officials. 
Both Pinchot and Clavis wete dis 
missed for Insubordination incident to 
their attacks on former Secretary of 
the 
Interior 
Ballinger, 
who. 
they 
charged, was favorably disposed to­ 
ward the claims. These claims and the 
hitter controversy they started, It is 
believed, had much to do with the re 
signation of Mr. Ballinger last Ma cb 
ss secretary of the interior. One of 
the first aits of his successor, Mr 
Fisher, who Is a friend of Pin* hot and 
of Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, was to 
start these claims toward a final de 
clition. 
The Importance of the decision I* 
set forth by Mr. Hhlpp, secretary of 
the National Conservation association, 
who said: 
"The decision of the department of 
the interior in cancelling the Cunning­ 
ham claims Is a great victory for con­ 
servation Aside from the value of the 
coal deposits thus saved from m o 
no poly, It is of the utmost importance 
to the whole country In that it should 
d e a r the way for the prompt develop­ 
ment of Alaskan coal fields for the 
benefit of all the people.’’ 


Fraudulent on the Face. 
Commissioner Dennett, in his de­ 
cision holdiug the < lalms for cancel!* 
Hon on the ground of fraud, declares 
that each of the thirty-three entries 
was Improperly allowed because of fa­ 
tal defects apparent on their face He 
asserts that the government conclu­ 
sively established the charges brought 
against the claimants, and that there 
is no doubt hut that an agreement 
existed among them In violation of 
law. 
The 
thirty-three 
claims 
Involved 
amounted to an aggregate area of 5250 
acres The value of the land has been 
estimated high in the millions. 
The 
coal embraced in the claims la said to 
be among the finest In the world. 
Commissioner Dennett 
makes fre 
quem reference to the work of Clavis 
iii prosecuting the government’s case 
against the Cunningham 
claimants 
He also refers at length to the nego­ 
tiations between Cunningham and rep­ 
resentatives of the Guggenheims, who 
were shown at the Ballinger-Pinchot 
hearing to have taken an option on 
these coal lands, which were to be 
worked In connection with the other 
extensive 
Guggenheim 
Interests 
In 
Alaska. 
The government 
charged against 
Cunningham and his associates that 
their entries of the coal lands were 
made in pursuance of an understand­ 
ing and agreement entered Into by ail 
the claimants 
prior to location, to 
combine the several claims for the 
joint use and benefit of all. It was fur­ 
ther asserted that the entries were 
made with the unlawful purpose that 
they should inure to the use and ben­ 
efit of an association or corporation. 
After reviewing all of 
the 
facts 
brought out. Mr. Dennett reached the 
conclusion that the claims had no legal 
standing and ordered them cancelled. 
Set retary Fisher promptly approved 
this finding. 


Judge Gray W on’t Retire. 
Wilmington, Del., June 27.—Judge 
George Oray, who last week, togethei 
with Judges Buffington and Banning, 
rendered an opinion In the 
United 
States circuit court here ordering the 
Dupont Powder trust to be dissolved, 
denied a report that he will resign 
from the bench. The judge was sev 
enty one years old on May 4 last and 
is therefore eligible to retirement. 


Magazine Trust W ill Bs Sued. 
Washington, June 27.—A civil anti­ 
trust suit against the Periodical Pub­ 
lishers' association, commonly called 
the magazine trust, will he filed In the 
United States court at New York, un 
less the present plans of the depart 
tnent of justice are changed.

This action followed the filing of 
the report of the special committee of 
attorneys appointed by Justice Wright 
to inquire Into the matter of contempt 
proceedings in the Bucks Stove and 
Bange boycott case.

present. 
The report of the committee con 
eludes with a suggest loo that dump­ 
ers, Mitchell and Morrison may be 
prepared to apologize to the court and 
make promise of further submission, 
since the United States supreme court 
has decided adversely to their conten­ 
tion that the injunction against the 
publication of the stove company's 
name on the unfair list of the Ameri­ 
can Federationlst violated the consti­ 
tutional prerogative of freedom of Hie 
press and speech. 
"Should 
such 
acknowledgment, 
apology and submission not be forth 
coming after due notice snd oppor­ 
tunity," says the report, "the course 
necessary to l>e pursued to maintain 
its dignity and due respect for and 
obedience to the law is respectfully 
submitted to the court for its conoid 
oration." 


MAINE’S SECRET HIDDEN 


Bixby Says Cause of Destruction of 
Battleship W i l l Never Be Known. 
Tampa, Fla., June 27 
’The secret 
of the destruction of the battleship 
Maine will 
never be known," said 
General W. ll. Bixby, cl)ie! of engi­ 
neers in charge of the work of raising 
the Maine, upon his arrival here from 
Havana. 
Tho damage to the vessel was such, 
says General Bixby, and the deterio­ 
ration has been so great that it will 
tie impossible to tell whether the ship 
was blown up from a force within or 
without. The greatest force, however. 
was from the inside, Indicating that 
the forward magazine had exploded 
Whether this was from a sympathetic 
explosion caused by a torpedo from 
the outside may forever 
remain a 
mystery. General Bixby says that un­ 
less the fragment of a torpedo is found 
there Is no way of connecting some 
outside agency with the blowing up 
of the vessel.

— The Root 
amendment to the Canadian reciproc 
ity hill wras defeated in the senate. 
This disposes of one of the most seri­ 
ous menaces to the bill, and the indi­ 
cations are now that the reciprocity 
bill lias free sailing and will pass 
without amendment at an earlier date 
than had been expected- 
The Root amendment went down to 
defeat without any record vote, no roll 
call having been demanded.

terms of the bill in Its present form 
pulp and print paper will be admitted 
free from all provinces except those 
that maintain export restrictions. 
S'epn were taken looking toward the 
fixing of a date for voting upon the 
reciprocity and other tariff measures. 
An agreement was drawn up by Chair­ 
man Penrose, of the finance commit­ 
tee, and submitted to a number of 
-enators on both sides of the cham 
ber.

consent on the Canadian reciprocity 
hill on July 24, on the farmers' free 
list on the fo lowing day aud on the 
Underwood wool bill on July 2*5.
